] USED TO BE A BIG FAN OF EXPANDING 
the LRT, for the same reason I used to be a big 
fan of expanding the role of domestic robots: I 
read Popular Mechanics as a kid. On the PM 
chart of progress, trains beat buses, and if we 
had to have a non-lev bi-rail instead of a 
maglev monorail, well... that was a necessary 
compromise. The high- tech bullet train w ould 
inevitably come later, when Edmonton and 
Calgary finally hooked up to commemorate 
the establishment of a sovereign Western 
Canada. Yeah, I was quite the little idiot then; 
but what did you expect? There was a boom 
going on! 

Now, though, I just want them to send that 
fucker south, make it useful or at least 
justifiable, and cut their losses. Fast as rail 
might be, that speed (along with the $$$) is 
what sours me on LRT. I'm into soul these 
days, and I’m therefore into buses. Stop every 
couple blocks, a network of useful routes, reg- 
ular drivers and regular passengers... commu- 
nity. And no route ‘exemplifies this, on a city- 
wide scale, like the Number Nine. From 
Southgate to Northgate—the ancient entries 
into the original log-walled Bronze Age settle- 
ment—the Nine is Edmonton. So c'mon kids, 
let’s take a journey... into mystery! 


UP ON OL’ WHISKY BERM 


Southgate? As photographer, home-brewer 
and bus-companion Hector Zwein says, “the 
malls no good for ideas.” High-schoolers 
skipping class or blowing spares, kiosks hock- 
ing kitchenware and calendars, that weird fork 
& spoon mosaic under the food-court sky- 
light... Southgate’s no Realm of Secrets. Better 
to head over to the parking lot’s Liquor World 
(one of the first privatized ALCB locations), 
pick up a cheap mickey, and hike on up the 
earthen sound barrier that protects neighbours 
to the west from the howl of 111th.

Only public transit can save 
Edmonton’s worsening traffic 


If YOU BUILD ROADS, THE MOTORISTS 
will come, but that doesn’t mean 
City Council can solve Edmonton’s 
traffic problems by laying down 
more asphalt. 

In past weeks, the Edmonton 
Journal has run a series of articles 
about the city’s increasingly bad traf- 
fic congestion from the perspective 
of motorists. Indeed, traffic has got- 
ten worse. The average commute in 
Edmonton is 57 minutes long, six 
minutes more than it was in 1994, 
according to a Statistics Canada 
study. It’s not as bad as the 70- 
minute average in Vancouver and 
Toronto, but it’s expected to get 
worse. 


In 1999, the city

That said, the Journal never 
addressed the real solution for 
relieving congestion: funding a pub- 

" lic transportation system that hasn't 
been developed in 20 years. 

“We really got behind on a bal- 


anced system. The emphasis today is 
more on roads...even there, there’s a 
shortage of funding,” says City 
Councillor Ron Hayter. — F 

Hayter, a long-serving Councillor, 
was part of Council when the LRT 
system was first designed. The origi- 
nal plan had an LRT that would 
reduce car traffic by providing ser- 
vice to the south, northeast and into 
Mill Woods. But, before all of it 
could be built the economy bot 
tomed out in the 1980s — LRT 
development froze and cars won 
out. 

“The idea was that the LRT, with 
a good bus system, would provide a 
balance to more development of 
more roadways. What happened 
when the LRT thing stalled is that 
you still had to provide transporta- 
tion routes. If you can’t move them 
by LRT or buses then you have to do 
it by routes.” : 

With some money from a federal 
infrastructure program, the city 
began its first extension of the LRT 
in years, last week: a $109 million 
route that surfaces at the University 
Hospital. Although it’s a start, the 
LRT route in Edmonton is still 
underdeveloped when you compare 
it to Calgary. Calgary has 33 stations 
on two lines, while Edmonton cur- 
rently has just 10 stations on one 
line. 

Hayter blames the City Council of 
the early 1970s for not expanding, 
more of the LRT when they had the

money. He says over-runs at the 
University station prevented an 
extension to Mill Woods at the time. 
“Council made some bad judg- 
ments. One was letting the universi- 
ty dictate the design of the LRT route 
to the U of A. The university said 
they wouldn’t have the LRT unless it 
was underground. At the time I was 
on council and | said ‘no way, the 
moment we're going underground 
a subway and not an LRT. 
LRT was an inexpensiv e system 
operating on a dedicated route. 
Going to the university cost us an 
arm and leg,” says Hayter. 

Stan Telpy, a Civil and 
Environmental Engineering profes- 
sor at the U of A, describes our cur- 
rent LRT as “half a line,” an incom- 
plete project that isn’t big enough to 
compete with the convenience of car 
travel. However, Telpy says that the 
people who live near the LRT use

the line, as small as it is. 

‘Look at the end of the LRT line, 
the Northeast sector of the city 
There are 50 per cent more people 
who use public transport than any 
other area in the city. LRT attracts 
more people if it provides a conve- 
nient choice,” says Telpy 

Robin Lindsey, a U of A « 
ics professor w ho specializes on 
transportation issues, says that while 
the LRT plan may have been prema 
ture, it’s now vital to improving traf 
fic congestion 
“T think most economists would 
criticize the decision to start building 
the LRT back in 1978 in time for the 
Commonwealth games. | think 
Edmonton was the smallest city in 
North America to build an LRT. But 
the case for LRT expansion improves 
the bigger the city gets,” says 
Lindsey. 

Councillor Brian Anderson says 
that the city, in their Transit Master 
Plan signed in 1999, have unani 
mously decided end road construc- 
tion as a solution to traffic conges- 
tion. That’s why Council approved a 
$250, 000 study looking for the best 
possible LRT routes and bus lanes to 
be built in the future. But unless the 
city gets funding from the province 
or the federal government, it’s 
uncertain routes will be built. 

Nevertheless, Councillor Hayter is 
still encouraged by the adoption of 
the transit study 

“Tn many cases, Council has aban- 
doned the principle of rapid-transit 
One of the most positive moves 
Council has made recently was 
when it approved a study, looking at 
other options for high- speed transit 
in this city. We missed so many 
opportunities already.”

What's with that weird smokestack in 
the middle of a field off Fort Road? 
Jesus, buster, don’t you know a his- 
torical monument when you see 
one? 

Last year, the Edmonton Historical 
Board placed the lonely ten-story 
smokestack off Fort Road and 125 
Ave., on its “A” list of historical build- 
ings. The last remnant of the Canada 
Packer's Plant that was torn down in 
the mid-’90s, it’s probably the most 
desolate piece of history you can visit 
in Edmonton. You have to wade 
through what's left of the 66-year- 
old Packers building: in places twist- 
ed metal and bricks sometimes cam- 
ouflage chasms five feet deep. 

The structure’s protected status start- 
ed with historical building advocate 
Gene Dub, who purchased the land 
after the plant closed. He eventually 
sold it to Revelstoke Hardware, con- 
vincing them to keep the chimney 
with an understanding that they 
wouldn’t tear it down unless it didn’t 
fit in with development plans. Revy 
has since been bought by Quebec- 
based Rona. As of now, development 
plans are in limbo. 

Heritage aficionados have suggested 
building a historical park dedicated 
to the plant and the northside’s meat 
packing industry, which had died by 
the ‘70s. At one time, a thousand 
workers toiled in the plant, slicing 
and dicing hogs and cattle under 
backbreaking conditions. Now 
defiled with graffiti, this noble ‘stack 
may be as much of a tribute as we'll 
get for a depression-era Edmonton 
history; perhaps it’s fitting.

form of flattery — unless the imita- 
tor, dressed in sequins and feathers, 
belts out mutated lyrics to songs you 
made famous. Then it's not praise: 
it's comedy. 

Sham-glam duo Supergirly are 
Louise McClatchy and Jai Simeone 
who moved to England from 
Australia over half a decade ago in 
the hopes of scoring a record deal 
and making it big on the pop charts. 
Instead, they found themselves try- 
ing to make ends meet by singing 
predictable cover songs at dinner 
cabarets. 

One evening, weary of droning 
the same top-40 schlock, Louise rein- 
eee ted some lyrics, “to make Jai 
laugh.” Jai wasn’t the only one 
amused: gay clubs in and around 
London offered them gigs. They 
added dance steps, witty banter, and 
barbie-doll costumes: thus was born 
Supergirly, featuring as characters 
two women desperate to be pop 
stars who “take the mick” out of 
their more successful counterparts. 

“We don’t actually impersonate 
people,” says Louise. Instead, she 
says, they adjust the content of pop- 
ular songs and gently mock facets of 
an artist’s persona, steering clear of 
malicious imitations. “We're not 
going, in there and saying stuff that 
isn’t true. For example, we can’t sing 
a song about Celine Dion not being 
able to sing, because she can.” 
Celine’s choice of lyrics, melody, and 
husband are, however, free game. 

They’ ve become a favourite 
amongst London’s glitterati. While 

some artists are a bit more “pre- 
cious” about their image than others, 
“the singers that have had the back- 
lash and been through all that stuff,”

enjoy seeing a send up of their hits. 
Supergirly counts Elton John, 
Madonna, and the Spice Girls 
among their fans. “The show is quite 
polished and we know what we are 
doing,” says Louise. 

A series on Britain’s ITV network 
allowed the duo to build on their 
already solid audience. “I don’t 
know why, but as soon as you do a 
show on TV people give you more 
credit,” says Louise. ‘She still prefers 
the rush only a live audience can 
deliver. “It’s the immediate reac- 
tions,” she says. “It’s great to see a 
whole audience bend { forward 

laughing at the same time.” 

The success of this venture doesn’t 
mean the girlies have given up their 
dreams of moving up more credible 
pop avenues, yet the world of come- 
dy has been both fruitful and fun. 
After five and a half years, they still 
can’t see the end of the Supergirly 
highway — although they do keep a 
watchful eye: “Every year I say to 
my agent ‘If the novelty starts wear- 
ing thin let me know,’” says Louise. 

“I know it's got a shelf life, and Id 
rather finish it before everyone gets 
sick of it.”

sounds partly like “yes, | know 
what you mean” and partly like 
“yes, very much so.” 

“T loathed wearing my snow 
pants to school!” she says after she 
swallows, using a word that means 
“didn’t like at all.” 

“Loathed it.” She uses the word 
again to make sure that you know 
she really didn’t like it one bit. 

“So I'd go out the door, I'd take 
them off — in, like, 50 below weath- 
er —I'd take them off and carry 
them to school.” 

And, children, that’s the story of 


how Beth Graham became one of the 
very best people in this city — or 
maybe even the universe probably 
— to act out the stories of Robert 
Munsch, a man who was born in the 
United States, but then moved to 
Canada. After he moved, he started 
writing down stories that lots of kids 
and parents wanted to read. In fact, 
he was selling more books in 
Canada than anybody else. 

A big theatre stopped doing plays 
for kids for a long time, but now it 
wants to do them again — which 
seems like a very smart thing to do. 
So for the first play of the new plays- 
for-kids time, a man from Edmonton 
has taken five of the’stories and 
made them into a play, and Beth and 
her friends Kevin Corey and Jared 
Matsunaga-Turnbull are going to act 
in them, (Some kids may remember 
Jared. He won a big prize for a play 
that he was in with his friend Elyne 
Quan called Lig and Bittle. It may be 
coming to your school soon.) 

Kevin thinks he knows why kids 
like the stories so much. First of all, 
they aren’t too long. There are also 
jokes. (Even grownups like these 
jokes.) And there’s lots of stuff that 
the stories say over and over again 
that just happen to be things that 
kids like to say over and over-again. 
But the best part, Kevin says, is that 
there’s always a kid in the story — 
“and the kid always wins,” even 
though sometimes the kid has a 
tough problem. 

Like the story where nobody likes 
Stephanie's ponytail — except 
Stephanie. Or the one about 
Thomas, who really doesn’t want to 
wear his snowsuit. (Does that sound 
like anybody we know?) Or the 
famous story about the “Paper Bag 
Princess,” who saves somebody 
who turns out to be kind of a jerk. 

Jared says that pretending can be 
very hard. “There's so much going 
on in the show, your body hurts and 
your brain hurts.” It doesn’t matter, 
though, Jared says: the stories are as 
much fun for the actors as for the 
people who are listening. “We get to 
be kids doing it. We get to be silly 
and play.”

Ross reinvented a timeless story into 
a soul-fuelled funkventure in The 
Wiz, so then Foqué dans la Téte 
Productions updates the Old 
Testament story of Job into an Old 
School hip hop Biblical puzzle set in 
a modern day New York record 
company. FDLT brought Freud: The 
Musical into town for last year’s 
Fringe — one of the best shows at 
that — and in this Azimuth Theatre 
mainstage production, they bring 
the same kind of goofy yet accurate 
reinterpretation of scripture. 

As far as Bible stories go, Job’s is 
kind of a tough one to wrap your 
head around in these days of softball 
theology. That’s what happens 
when you appropriate a religious 
text from a faith that seems to value 
debate and intellect as much as 
metaphor and parable.

But before I offend all of you 
Judeo-Christian-Islamic types, a 
quick overview of the plot as I 
understand it. Job is a regular guy, 
maybe a little more devout than 
most. God rewards his good behav- 
iour with everything a man can wish 
for: a beautiful and faithful wife, an 
obedient and loving family, a satisfy- 
ing and profitable living. Satan 
wages that Job’s loyalty has more to 
do with gratitude for the gifts He has 
given him than any kind of real 


i 


faith, which makes God REALLY 
MAD. He’s a little hurt by all this, so 
He takes everything away from Job, 
killing his amily, testing his faith: Job 
suffers and suffers, wondering what 
he’s done wrong and gets this close 
to renouncing God. Thankfully he 
doesn’t, so Job passes the test, and 
gets everything back: a better, pretti- 
er wife, an easier workload and hap- 
pily ever after, one supposes. 

Now, this new version tells pretty 
much the same story, though the 
context is somewhat different. Job 
Lowe (say it out loud) and Mrs. 
Lowe are hitting stride in their yup- 
pie lives. Job is one of Hoover 
Records’ star executives, and his 
wife is up for tenure at the universi- 
ty. Same deal, an ideal life. But then! 
Louis Saphire, VP of Finance, bets 
that Job’s performance and loyalty is 
totally about the bling-bling that 
Hoover's been rewarding him with. 
Hoover, being somewhat vain, 
decides to test this theory. It works 
itself out. You know. 

As MCs Cain and Abel, Jerome 
Saibil, who also directs the show, 
and Jon Paterson, narrate as well as 
perform all the characters in the 
play. Some 10 songs make up the 
play, making for a brisk, big-impact 
hour. The stage is empty, save for a 
lot of bottled water and two towels, 
which is a promising sign: these 
guys are under some hot lights, 
wearing polyester track suits and are 
rapping or singing for the entire 
show. Amazingly, these end up 
being props rather than health con- 
siderations. 

Swapping off roles, Cain and Abel 
are as quick with their feet as they 
are with their rhymes, whether 
they’re rapping over Eine Kleine 
Nachtmusik or misquoting Eminem. 
The jokes come fast and often, so lis- 
ten up carefully. You might miss Dr. 
Dreidel. Aw, who am | kidding? NO 
YOU WON'T. This all’s an excellent 
fun time: Saibil and Paterson project 
a Beastie Boys sense of humour and 
a brilliant sense of creating a charac- 
ter ina mere gesture. Rock it!

eases. 

His estranged and widowed step- 
mother, Joyce, is just as dissociated 
from those around her and desper- 
ate for contact. Maralyn Ryan plays 
her charm and need masterfully, but 
the tension that should result from 
her despicable moment of manipula- 
tion is lost in too-quick pacing, 
ening the impact of her troublesome 
relationship with her stepson. 

Comic relief comes from the love- 
struck young painter (Geoffrey 
Ewert) who waits out Pam’‘s return 
ong after the job — and his wel- 
come — are over. Reminiscing about 
her, um, assets, offering his callow 
explanation of the abandonment to 
anyone willing to listen, claiming the 
iquor cabinet and a bathrobe, Ewert 
lends sweetness to a character who 
could have been just another boob, 
The most impressive portrayal is 
by Paul Morgan Donald (familiar to 
local audiences as Die-Nasty’s musi- 
cal director). As the neighbour who 
has come closest to breaking Jackie’s 
shell, Donald’s Ted is an oasis of 
warmth, calm and humanity amidst 
the dramatics and demands; he’s a 
comfortable, natural presence in a 
role that could easily turn to parody. 

Unseen for much of play, Jackie's 
wife Pam has an absolute presence 
even before she appears in the sec- 
ond act. April Banigan does a fine 
job with the quiet, post-partum des- 
peration that finally breaks open to 
bring the acrimonious bunch togeth- 
er as a family.

beatings over shootings, lots of semi- 
fancy camera work and accents out 
the wazoo (or “bum,” as those crazy 
Brits like to say). 

Ah, but Formula 51 has a twist: 
Samuel Jackson ina kilt. Why is he 
wearing a kilt? How does he feel 
when wanky UKers make fun of 
him for it?

These are the questions Formula 51 
offers for the audience's considera- 
tion, as a way of distinguishing 
Formula 51 from its predecessor. It’s 
comedy, y’see. 

Jackson plays Elmo McElroy, a 
wizard dope chemist who invents 
the best dope ever.

Fluffy stuff, as one would expect 
from a second-or-third generation 
photocopy of Snatch. It’s styley, 
rather than stylish, but there’s just 
enough to get a flicker of response 
every so often. To its credit, Formula 
51 chunks along, mildly amusing, let- 
ting Jackson pummel some wankers 
with a golf club, playing out the 
romance between Carlyle and his ex, 
never getting so bad you totally hate 
it.

UNDER NORMAL CIRCUMSTANCES, 
most people wouldn’t sit down fora 
two-hour grab bag of various experi- 
mental short films. But this situation 
isn’t normal, because these are all 
home-grown slabs of video art, com- 
missioned by Edmonton’s own Film 
And Video Arts Society as a tribute 
to the 20 years FAVA’s been in the 
artsy business of helping 











Edmontonians make film. 
Considering the films’ lengthy cred- 
its, chances are you know somebody 
who made one of these films, or 
appeared in them, or held the boom 
mike, or participated in some way, 
so let's assume you're going and see 
what's in the bag. 

When you're talking about experi- 
mental films, you're talking video 
art, which is usually code for “bor- 
ing to everybody except the film- 
maker.” Experimental films thrive 
on shots of running water and roads 
going by, private little ruminations 
on private images, usually long at 3 
minutes. There’s Troy Rhoades’ 
Whitemud #1, 2, 3, scratchy bits of 
burnt-out blobs and glimpses of 
trees that looks like the film was 
exposed in a dirty ashtray rather 
than a camera. There’s Rick

T is 
for Terror, meanwhile, is a split- 
screen compilation of WTC money 
shots, over before you know it. 

Hints of stories and subjects crop 
up in some of the films. Tim 
Folkmann’s Last Light depicts Steve 
Pirot freezing to death alone in the 
woods, while Slice delves into the 
dizzying world of cooking at a tree- 
planting camp. 

For entertainment value, there’s 
Kelly Service's Rolling, a neat little 
gag that gets in and out quickly 
without overstaying its welcome.

Medem’s film is Lucia y el sexo, but 
the English translation — Sex and 
_ucia — puts things in order of their 
relative importance to the film:. 
Lucia (Paz Vega) is the beautiful 
young protagonist who, following 
her writer boyfriend’s attempted sui- 
cide, flees Madrid for the sun-baked 
island of Formentera, where they 
nad planned to vacation together. 
Flashbacks recall their relationship, 
ner confession of love to him based 
on the reading and rereading of his 
novel, their subsequent playful and 
copious lovemaking and the subse- 
quent disintegration of their roman- 
tic bond as he becomes obsessed 
with a daughter he didn’t know he 
had from a one-night stand six-years 
before.

I've completely left out a few char- 
acters and an entire subplot, and 
haven't even touched on the recur- 
ring motifs — the moon, the sea 
dreams, penises — that further 
thicken the drama swirling through 
Sex and Lucia.

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A storied life 


Strong personality informs singer’s lyricism

DON’T KNOW IF THIS’LL COME 
as a surprise to you, but following 
a brief, less than scientific (or com- 
prehensive) study of the matter, it 
seems that there aren’t so many 
who dedicate albums to their 
grandmothers. And while such 
slights might be easily explainable 
with regard to punk-rock dunder- 
heads.and whatnot, rootsy souls 
are supposed to be thoughtful and 
predisposed to such sensibilities. 
So, folkies, what’s the problem 
between you and your grandmas?

Kathleen Edwards has no such 
issues, and neither should you. 
Her tribute to the memory of her 
namesake, “activist, farmer, 
writer, grandmother,” is as nice as 
they come. Although maybe It’s 
easier to do when everybody says 
you’ re just like her. 

“As time goes by, I realize more 
and more that I’m really like my 
mother,” Edwards laughs, “but I 


was always told that I was kind of 
feisty and fiery and straight up 
the way my grandmother was. 
Apparently it shows in my stub- 
bornness and forthrightness.” 

Those are but a few of the quali- 
ties required for a tour of the 
United States’ East Coast during 
hurricane season; on the road 
there with Richard Buckner, the 
native of Ottawa has seen two in 
the last month. But, if you’re mak- 
ing the assumption that an artist's 
work is largely autobiographical, 
after listening to her CD, Failer, 
one wonders what sort of a life a 
personality such as hers will get. 
On “Mercury” she sings of the oh- 
so-suburban teen pastime of get- 
ting high in parking lots; during 
“Hockey Skates” she asks if a 
boys’ club will come apart, “just 
because of a loudmouth girl”; and 
in the sure bet for a hit single, 
“One More Song the Radio Won't 
Like,” there is the Emily Post-like 
reminder, “no one likes a girl who 
won't sober up.” 

After first noting that such 
assumptions are not always 
appropriate, it’s still worth asking, 
is Edwards the loudmouth girl or 
the one who won't sober up? 
“Sometimes I’m both, sometimes 
I’m neither,” she says, though in 
this case, there's also a story... 

““One More Song the Radio

learning how the game works;

“I 
think my idea of success is that 
I'm going to do what I wanna do 
and I’m the person who has the 
final say,” she states resolutely. “1 
mean, ultimately, in a business 
where people are their own prod- 
ucts, if they have the final say, 
then what's with the unhappiness 
if they’re unhappy? 

“| have some great people 
working with me who have been 
through this before. I don’t know 
if I’ll be able to survive in this 
business, but I think I will because 
I think it comes down to the fact 
that I’ve got some great songs 
here and I’m a great performer. | 
love doing it. I’ve got another 
album of songs ready, so I think 
that I can make at least another 
great record. And I think I can do 
it without compromising m 
ideals about who I am and hoi I 
want to go about making music 
and making money at it.”

OE 
IT’S ONE O’ CLOCK IN THE AFTER- 
noon and Les Tabernacles’ Jailhouse 
Rob — front-man, diplomat, rabble- 
rouser, poet, loving father and 
devoted husband — is the very 
essence of a rock & roll Sunday. 
Hunched, hooded, coughing, sleep- 
deprived, struggling under simulta- 
neous attack from flu’s of both the 
24-hour and 26-ounce variety, he 
sticks by his guns and does his duty: 
hustle, hustle, hustle. You think 
these new discs (the long-awaited 
Born Ready) are going to walk into 
record stores and purchase them- 
selves? 

We all know the cores values Les 
Tabernacles support: rocking, fun, 
loudness, etc. Dedication to these 





values is the reason the kids are 
going ga-ga over this up-and-com- 
ing young combo. But as Tony Tyler 
noted i in his historic screed I Hate 
Rock & Roll, rock truly started head- 
ing south when it started to be 
“against” things. So what are Les 
Tabernacles against? 

“Bullshit,” says Rob, taking a 
shaky swig of orange juice. 

Perhaps realizing that all under- 
ground /independent/ whatever 
bands are by definition supposed to 
be against “bullshit,” Rob narrows it 
down, names the particular brand or 
bullshit he’s against. “We're against 
apathy,” he says, setting the juice 
aside. Renewed health and vigor

AMON TOBIN

IT SEEMS STRANGE THAT ONE OF 
the most recognizable agents of the 
left field would pick up stakes, leave 
Europe and move to a country that 
is in its infancy with dance music, 
but that’s just what happened. 
Amon Tobin has moved to Canada 
—he now rents a residence in 
Montreal, and that move is just 
another progression in the acclaimed 
Dj's development. 

Initially, it sounds like there might 
bea love interest guiding his reloca- 
tion, but he assures me that if it is 
love, then it’s simply the love of a 
vibrant urban metropolis. 

“It’s more about being in a city 
that’s alive than in a scene that is 
thriving,” says Tobin. “I like it here 
—Thaven’t had much time here, but 
there is really something happen- 
ing... It’s a community that’s coming 
to life, you can afford to live here, 
they haven’t condo-ized everything 
yet and, with Ninjatune being here, I 
thought I'd give it a try for a year or 
so.” 

He laughs aloud when I remind 
him that any “niceties” may wear off 
quickly, as he has yet to endure the 
unimaginable hell of a nine-month 
Canadian winter, especially one in 
humid Montreal. 

“Oh, yeah, the humidity... Well, | 
guess I’ve been warned,” he says 
with a chuckle. 

Tobin’s latest release, Out fromOut 
Where, offers a trip into his well- 
groomed landscape of dynamic left- 
field composition and broken beat- 
opia. What distinguishes Out from 
Out Where from his other records is 
that it is both ambitious and com- 
forting. Tobin takes on more vision- 
ary concepts with the album, but still 
treats his fans to his magnificent 
mental soundtrack, a combination of 
grandiose sci-fi collage coupled with 
a battery of dense broken beats. 

Tobin’s readily admitted love for 
all things juxtaposed is the quirk that 
constantly propels his music into 
another realm. 

“What really tweaks me is discor- 
dance)... things that don’t fit, but do. 
I suppose that’s what I’ve always 
been after, and now more than ever, 
Tlove finding and making those 
things fit together — fragments of 
music, of mood — fusing them into 
this sound.” 

After a decade as a producer, 
Tobin draws inspiration from nearly 
every style of music — one of his lat-

ticular filmmaker finds most,” he 
pauses and laughs, “valuable?” 

Tobin says the same blurred reali- 
ty holds true in pop music, which 
often forgets the essence of some- 
thing in the quest for definition. 
Take, for example, psychedelia, ele- 
ments of which seemed to be more 
“psychedelic” with the addition of 
eastern instrumentation, most 
notably and most often the sitar. Just 
like Hollywood's take on reality, 
those eastern elements become 
cliché within pop music rather than 
an exploration or an expansion of 
sound.

Iguana visit again 


Conspicuous consumer relieved by menu 


THE BLUE IGUANA 
11304-104 Ave., 424-7222 
tok (Out of five) 


ABOUT THREE STEPS INTO THE TIDY, 
spacious dining room of the Blue 
Iguana, a new southwestern-style 
restaurant near Oliver Square, my 
cover was already blown. A friend 
of mine, who just happens to be a 
server and sommelier there, called 
out my name from a seat in the cor- 
ner as though she'd been waiting all 
day for me. I don’t suppose it was 
very long before everyone else on 
staff knew who I was as well. 

This friend of mine has a reputa- 
tion as a gracious host, so I didn’t 
suspect I was getting better treat- 
ment than anyone else she served 
that day, but a new concern now 
dawned on me: what if I didn’t like 
the food? How could I adapt my cri- 
tique to minimize the hurt feelings 
and attenuate whatever little impact 
it might have on a new establish- 
ment? Should I just wait for my 
friend to go into the back and run 
out unfed when she wasn't looking? 
Rather than taking the coward’s way 
out, I ordered lunch and let the food 
make a case for the restaurant. As 
you can see from the rating above 
the food fared quite well. 

My friend recommended trying 
the house brew, a chili ale made 
especially for the restaurant by Alley 
Kat. Typical of Alley Kat's products, 
it was a pale beer with an aromatic 
hoppiness atop its slightly floral bit- 
terness and a full body. Atypical of 
Alley Kat's products, the tingle of 
bubbles on the tongue gave way toa 
hint of peppery heat, just noticeable 
in small sips but with more of a 
cumulative burn over a few mouth- 
fuls. Not for all tastes, but a pleasant 
digression from the usual — and 
well-suited to the menu. 

My friend was equally adamant 
that I try the daily soup ($6), a 
creamy puree of two kinds of squash 
and yams, garnished with cilantro 
and a tortilla crisp and served with 
red pepper cornbread and spiced 
butter. The soup, a slightly deeper 
shade of harvest gold than the walls, 
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was rich and mild, its sweetness 
complemented by the ground pep- 
per and crushed coarse salt the serv- 
er applied and more sips of the chili 
beer. 

The menu had gave me reason to 
believe that my entree was a sand- 
wich — it said right on the menu: 
Tuna Tortilla Sandwich ($10). 
Though the generous slices of rare, 
pepper-seared tuna were separated 
by layers of crisp tortilla, tomatoes, 
spring mix, pesto and chipotle 
mayo, it wasn’t very much like a 
sandwich. Since there was no way to 
pick it up as one might a sandwich, I 
gingerly dismantled it, dredging the 
tuna through the stripes of pesto on 
the plate and forking up bits of the 
roasted red peppers, corn and porta- 
bello mushrooms with which the 
“sandwich” had been lavished. I’m 
not a slow eater, but I lingered over 
every morsel of the tuna, savouring 
the quality of the fish and the melt- 
in-your-mouth perfection to which it 
had been cooked. 

A big basket of thin-sliced home- 
made potato chips and spiced 
ketchup came on the side and, 
though they were light (for potato 
chips) and very delicious, the soup 
and “sandwich” left no room for me 
to finish them. 

I begged off dessert, but my friend 
talked up the house coffee so much I 
thought I’d sample it. She called it 
“pifion coffee,” wherein the coffee is 
roasted with pine nuts, imparting an 
unusual richness and flavour that 
suggests noisette truffles. 

Next time I'll try it with the milk 
chocolate brilee with cinnamon 
dusted churros or the chocolate lava 
cake with caramelized honey ice 
cream prepared by the house pastry 
chef. 

And while we're on the subject, 
I'd like to try their organic pork loin 
in a warm peach-bourbon salsa with 
chili pork jerky and blue cheese grits, 
their smoked salmon empanada 
and, oh, my friend said the BBQ 
duck quesadilla is so good it makes 
her cry...
